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'- A HARD LESSON 

There was a time when an agreement such 
" as was achieved to arm European NATO 
m countries with missiles and missile bases 
would have been hailed a momentous event. 
But at Farts It seemed almost a secondary 
thing, put in thrjwhadow ot the Kremlin's 
latest propairaiidi. peVe move. 

When even so hardbitten and unyielding 
& pro-westerner as Germany's Chancellor 
Adenauer wants to explore the Soviet Union's 
proposals lor peace In spite of a long Russian 
record or faithlessness, It Is symptomatic of 
a disturbing condition in the western family 
of nations. 

No amount of fine talk about the reafflrm- 

Btlon of NATO unity- Is Ilkely-to gloss over 

that circumstance. 

According to veteran obseners on the Pari* 
scene, the condition results from two factors: 

1. America's lag In the missllc-satelllte field 
has put even the sturdiest NATO leaders on 
the spot with their peoples, nicy want to talk 
to the Russians partly to buy time to allow 
us to catch up if we can. 

2. Western leaders for a considerable time, 
but never more than now, have had trouble 
at home selling nothing but arms race talk. 
They feel they have to offer their peoples 
solid, positive peace proposals hand In hand 
with, defensive measures. 

They know Uio danger of concessions to 
Russia: They don't want to turn over their 
freedom to the ruthless men or Moscow. But 
they are plainly disappointed. In' what they 
see at the lack of American leadership for 
peace. - . ■ 

Their criticisms, shared by some here at 
home, make the point that our policy dwells 
too heavily upon armament and not enough;, 
on constructive programs for. lasting peace 
and the gradual uplift of all peoples toward 
a better life. 

' They feel we spend most of our time react- 
ing to other countries' Ideas Instead of offer- 
lng Imaginative notions of our own. 

Whether our statesmen feel these judg- 
ments are merited or not, they 1 have had to 
act on them. That Is the meaning of our 
yielding on another top-level meeting with 
the Russians at a time when our government's 
whole aim In NATO was In a'totally different 
direction. 

It Is to be hoped that the hard lesson 
learned at Paris has not been lost upon our 
leaders. " 



PEARSON AND PEACE 
Wfteh Canada's former external affairs sec- 
retary, Lester B. Pearson, accepted the 1957 
Nobel peace prize he so richly deserved, he 
made some observations about peace pros- 
pects that are well worth pondering. 

As a prelude, we must remember that Pear- 
son Is no soft-headed visionary but a thor- 
oughly trained, widely experienced world dip- 
lomat -who. has devoted many years to coping' 
with tho hard realities of the struggle for 
peace. * 
Furthermore, Pearson Is a great friend ot 
^ the United States, who seems to understand 
us wr^what we really are. He manages to 
keep our virtues and our faults in balance, 
which Is an achievement evidently beyond the 
means of many who profess to be masters of 

objective diplomacy. 

Pearson said at Oslo, Norway, that the 
time has come' for a new approach to peace 
by both tho West and the Soviet Union. 

He docs not want more spectacular meet- 
ings at tho Dummlt, "where the footing Is pre- 
carious and. the winds blow hard." He believes 
that a anno starting point would be new and 
complete exchanges of view between East and 
West through normal diplomatic and political 
channels. ■ .„.-: 

Implicit and expressed In his comment Is 
the notion that both sides are guilty of stale- 
, ness and sterility in their approach. He sees 
a lack of Invention and imagination In the 
constant reiteration of old slogans, old pol- 
icies, old attitudes. 
Somehow, somewhere In the fresh inter-' 
■ change of views, Pearson feels, there should 
be the makings fit a more positive and more 
fretful assault 'upon the great problems of 
peace". 

He has no'Muslon that resort to this tack 
would produce quick and easy solutions. But 
he thinks It would be "equal, If not greater 
folly to do nothing,^ lo sit back, answer mis- 
sile with missile. Insult with Insult, ban with 
ban." 

Being a true friend of freedom and a tough 
realist at the same time, Pearson In this vein 
commends himself to the White House, the 
Kremlin and all the other focal points of 
world power where the critical decisions af- 
fecting war and peace must be taken in the 
troubled years ahead.

WASHINGTON — The IrElslatlve proeram which 
President Elsenhower hu prepared lor submission to 
congress next month Is expected to provoke the fiercest 
political strife since turbulent Truman dajs. It -will

Btyles Bridges, who oilers -blood, sweat and lean" in- 
stead of high automobile tall 11ns and nigs with i 
deep pile. 

EXPECTED ATTACK ON RECENT NATO 
AGREEMENT H— The equivocal agreement* reached at 
Paris amidst administration acclaim will come under 
heavy bipartisan attack. Although Secretary Dullca 
will hava his defenders— he will need them— our ma- 
jor allies' hesitancy at accepting American arms and 
their eagerness to parley for peace with the Russians 
have disillusioned even so-called "Internationalists." 

There will be demands that the United States con- 
centrate on building a self-contained "fortress Amer- 
ica." with tho billions now 'spent on foreign economic 
and military aid devoted to that project This Idea 
become* popular whenever beneficiary naUons fall to 
reinforce us in defense of tht free world, as during 
the "Korean police action." t 

ttBENf^Nf~OF~XDanStSTRATlDfl PROGRAM, 
—Several poUtleally-powcrlul groups on and off eap- 
ilol hill have already expressed resentment of other, 
phases of the administration's program. They are the 
farm, labor, veterans' and military blocs. They oppose 
any economy moves which will affect them adversely 
and they havi been Ions entrenched In the legislative 
foxholes. 

Secretary Ecr* Ta/t Benson, lor Instance, will ask 
jt a general lowering of farm price support parents, 
in tine with his recent administrative acUon in cutting 
subsidies on dairy products. In view of record pro- 
duction of several major crops, he argues that the 
broad farm program begun In the Roosevelt regime 
has been a complete failure. 

BENSON SEEKS TO DISCOURAGE SURFLUBES 
-With White House support, he sects to discourage 
surpluses through lea* attractive IncenUves, lower re- 
taU prices and consequent Increases in consumption. 
But it Is doubtful If measures embodying these ideas 
could even be reported from senate-house committees 
for a test vote on the floor. 

Ironically, sputnik has fortified the farm bloc with 
new arguments against scarcity. In view of possible 
war, they contend that hug* surpluses hava become a 
defense weapon. They suggest that food and fiber 
be distributed throughout this Country for, possible 
emergencies and that they also be shipped to our allies 
overseas. 

LABOR RUIEB AT PROPOSALS — Labor'a spokes- 
men have already denounced the proposals for federal 
supervision or their "Internal affairs." as ouUlned by 
Secretary James P. Mitchell. With threats of In- 
creased political activity In IKS and 1S0O. when the 
unions will again lean to the Democratic side, they ex- 
pect to frighten congress out of any action on this 

The "liberals," led by the Stevenaon-IIarriman- Wil- 
liams ruction, will try to block any curtailment of 
what they call "social projects." It Is their conten- 
tion that the nation can afford -to finance both mili- 
tary' and domestic expansion. 

Thus, unfortunately, pollUcs being what it is, the 
American congress will present to a divided world a 
spectacle of disunity rather than "togetherness." . .

WE'RE ON THE WAT 
Tuesday's successful test firing of an AUaa missile 
ts very go6d news to a nation much concerned of 
late about its lag behind Russia in the race to de- 
velop military rockets. The motors and the guidance 
system In tho test missile operated perfectly, and it 
flew an estimated 600 rnlks. more than was planned. 
Americans now have comforting reassurance that our 
missile program Is on the right track; tbal ulti- 
mately we can reestablish a parity In military strength 
that will give pause to those who would like -to At- 
tack and destroy us. 

Unhappily, the fact the test rocket was a success 
does not mean the Atly can go Into our arsenal at 
once. Tho Atlas haa been advertised as a 5.000-mile 
Intercontinental missile. To fly this far, a ballistic 
niisiiio must buDd tip a speed of 10,000 to J5.D0O mlJe.i 
hour in a trajectory with a maximum alUtude of 
or BOO miles. To achlevt this performance, one 
needs a rocket buUt in sereral Btage.i, enabling it to 
shed in flight the melon weight of empty fuel tanks 
and burned -out engines. It Is evident Tuesday's flight 
made by a slngli-stage rocket; probably the initial 
stage or an ICBM. 

" t are told this gratifying test means the ICBM 
will be operational by 1900. But already the Russians 
have announced successful tests of mulU-stage fi.ODO- 
mlle missiles. The presence hundreds of miles over- 
head or two sputniks provra they are not bluffing. 
There Is no doubt they are much closer to the day 
or operational ICBMs than wi are.' 

we are a year behind the Russians In the ICBM 
. which seems n conservative guess, It can be 
seen that the particular 12 months during which they 
have Intercontinental missiles ready to fire and we' 
do not. will be* perilous time for us. But Tuesday's 
test holds the prom Lit thst It we remain calm, 
courageous and diligent, tin gap which lies between 
American and the USSR In rocket technology can be 
closed. Tho American public already has made It plain ' 
to congress and the administration that It Is ready 
to support whatever sacrifice is necessary to Insure 
this Is done with all speed.— PorU and Oregonlan,
